The following is an extract of a letter from the chief 
of a Greek battalion at Missolonghi, to a friend in Par- 
is, dated the 9th of April: 


“My dear friend—Ihave to inform you that we 
were attacked at all poitts on the 24th of March, by 
the barbarians comman¢ed by Ibrahim. I was posted 
on the seaside. The reterated attacks had brought 
down a part of our fortifrations. We were forced to 
fill some hogsheads with sand, and to entrench ourselves 
behind thein with our guns. it was here that I was 
wounded. At length the Egyptians and the others 
were repulsed, and some of them were burnt with their 
vessels, These furious barbarians having advanced to 
mount a second time to the assault, were once more 
repulsed. Ibrahim seeing the prey escaped from his 
hands, rushed forward at the head of his soldiers, in the | 
hope of reanimating them A Greek who recognised 
him, took aim at him, andgave him a wound of which 
he died some days after. At this moment my country- 
men perceived the troops commanded by the brave 
Fabvier, Gouras, and other chiefs, to the number of 
8000. The Turks frightened, then ran away. They 
were routed by the besieged, and left Mehement Pa- 
cha in the hands of Gouras. The others took refuge

Dear Brother,—Feeling it not only a privilege, but 
a duty, to contribute my mite to the support of Zion’s 
Herald and to the consolation and encouragement of 
the friends of Zion, I embrace an opportunity at this 
late hour, to give you an account of what the Lord has 
been doing on my circuit the year past. Notwitb- 
standing the many obstacles we have had to encoun- 
ter in declaring the truths of the gospel, the word of 
the Lord has found its way to the hearts of sinners, 
and many have been led tocry earnestly, “‘ what must 
we do to be saved ?” 

The state of religion, when I came to this circuit, 
was very low; and in many places it remains so to 
the present day.

We have also had a few drops of mercy in Goshen.

I think that, during the year past, about forty have 
been added to our society on this circuit.

Death of an Indian Chief.—Kishkauko, one of the 
most despotic and savage monarchs, of modern times, 
died lately in his c2ll in the prison at Detroit, where 
he was confined ona charge of being accéssary to the 
murder of a Sagamw Indian in Detroit. The eldest 
son of the above chef, who is charged as the murder- 
er, is still in confinement. It is believed that Kish- 
kauko took poison in his cell, which he procured from 
one of his wives the night previous to his death. He 
was a man of very iarge stature, muscular and ath- 
letic. He arose from the humblest origin to the head 
of a numerous and powerful Chippewa family, by the 
force of his own character. He had been guilty of 
many murders, but he is said never to have let a man 
go from his door naked or hungry when he could sup- 
ply him. His. tyranay rendered him unpopular a- 
mong his own people, and he never appeared abroad 
without a considemble retinue. Whenever he visit- 
ed Detroit, his waraxe was always carrfed on his left 
arm, firmly grasped with his right band.
